WAR ASSETS 
Whether ii "faovrable trade balance** is really as iavertible as 
we used to think has been questioned ii Rood deal lately. 
There 


is no doubt, though, as to t he main fact of the present balance, 
and little doubt as to its ultimate benefits. 
During the war and since, this counrty has piled up such a 
balance of $17,000,000,000. 
This means simply that Hie rest of 
the world, mostly Europe, has gone in debt to us to that extent1. It 
is incomparably the biggest trade balance ever run up for or against 
any nation. 
Al out $10,000,000,000 of this vast sum represents war loans 
to the Allies. None of these loans were made in money ; they were 
merely credits—vie sold the Allies war materials and commodities 
and took their notes for the stuff. Thus the whole $17,000,000,000 
represents merchandise sold by Americans abroad, in excess of 
merchandise imported. 
About $6,000,000,000 of this sum has been wiped out, $4,000,- 
000,000 of it in the loran ol American securities formerly owned 
abroad and used in payment for our goods, and $ I,OOO,OOO,OOO in 
gold shipments to this country. Thus Europe still owes us about 
$ 12,000,000,000. 
The fact, of course, is responsible for much of our prices and in­ 
flated credit. But let it not be forgotten that it is a valid debt, an 
asset which can be put over against our war liabilities. 
Practi­ 
cally all of it is sure to be repaid some time, in r nine form or other 
- rapidly if international co-operation and reconstruction proceed 
well, and slowly if they lag. There seems little reason to doubt, 
too, that the interest vv ill be paid, unless the United States in some 
moment of unusual generosity should decide to make the Allies a 
gift of the in'll rest. 
Here, then, is an asset which, along with our j.owrnmeut-owned 
ships and minor items that can he liquidated, make a v o lu m e of re­ 
sources equal to a b o u t half our war debt. \YV are not so badly cif, 
after all, provided we do our part in promoting Europe’s ability to 
pay what it on es us.

beef- There ar four grades recognized by dealers: Choice, good, 
medium and common. 
Choice or good-gie.de beef is light to medium-red in color, and 
fine in texture. The lean is well mal hied or steaked w ith fat, and 
is heavy in proportion to the amount of I one. The outside fat is 
thick, creamy-white iii color, solid and evenl> distributed. 
As tho glades grow poorer the meat will lie darker in color, 
coarser in texture, Hubby Instead of solid, scantily streaked with 
fat or not at all. The proportion of I one to meat will Ie heavy, and 
the outside covering of fat will he scanty, unevenly distributed and 
yellowish. 
Tests made by the bureau of markets have shown that there 
is less shrinkage in cooking the better grades than the poorer. 
There is less waste of every sort, and the meat is .more tender and , ELEVEN DRUNKS WERE 
nourishing. 
Witli all these differences in quality and price, it behooves the 
marketer to know good beef when she sees it. -Then she will I e 
able to tell whether the lower price really indicates a bargain sale 
of steaks and chops, and whether, when die pays the top-notch 
figure she is getting what she pays for.

WAR ASSETS 
Whether a “faovrable trade balance" is really as lavoutblt 
we used to think has been questioned a koo<1 deal lately. 
There 
is no doubt, though, as to the main fact of the present balance, 
and little doubt as to its ultimate benefits. 
During the war and since, this counrty has piled up such a 
balance of $17,000,000,000. 
This means simply that the rest of 
the world, mostly Europe, has gone in debt to us to that extent! It 
is incomparably the biggest trade balance ever run up for or against 
any nation. 
About $10,000,000,000 of this vast sum represents war loans 
to the Allies. None of tlie.se loans were made in money ; they were 
merely credits—we sold the Allies war materials and commodities 
and took their notes for the stuff. Thus the whole $17,000,000,000 
represents merchandise sold by Americans abroad, in excess of 
merchandise imported. 
About $5,000,000,000 of this sum has been wiped out, $1,000,- 
000,HOO of it in the form of American securities formerly owned 
abroad and used in payment for our goods, and $1,000,000,000 in 
gold shipments to this country. Thus Europe still owes us about 
$12,000,000,000. 
The fact, of course, is responsible for much of our prices and in­ 
flated credit. Hut let it not be forgotten that it is a valid debt, an 
asset which can be put over against our war liabilities. 
Practi­ 
cally all of it is sure to be repaid some time, in some form or other 
- rapidly if international co-operation and reconstruction proceed 
well, and slowly if they lag. 
There seems little reason to doubt, 
too, that the interest will he paid, unless the United States in som e 
moment of unusual generosity should decide to make the Allies a 
gift of the irftt rest. 
Hero, then, is an asset which, along with our government -owned 
ships and minor items that can he liquidated, make a volume of re­ 
sources equal to about half our war debt. We are not so badly off, 
after all, provided we do our part in promoting Europe’s ability to 
pay what it owes us.
